THE CLOCKFOLK OF NEW ENGLAND 
Wilmington 

Telling time by the ships bell has a background that 
spans hundreds of years and is based on the work day 
routine of the ship's crew. A ship at sea requires a cons- 
tant watch or “lookout for the full 24 hours of the 
day, To divide the duty among the crew, the day is 
broken up into six watch periods of four hours each, 
and the crew into three groups. Each group stands two 
four hour watch periods. To apprise the crew of the 
time, the ship's bell is struck every half hour. The pass- 
ing of the first half hour would be denoted by one single 
strike and one more strike would be added with each 
half hour duration. 

The method of striking is to give the strokes in pairs 
on the hours with a short interval between the strokes of 
the pairs. On the half hours a single stroke joins the ac 
cumulated pairs. When a total of eight strikes is sound. 
ed, four hours have passed and that group of crewmen 
would be off duty. A bell being struck was favored as its 
unmistakable strike can be easily heard over a turbulent 
and spacious seascape,

It can also be noted that Woburn in 
1736 paid a Province tax of 244 
pounds 15 shilling.

Politically Deacon John Harnden 
seemed to be the number one man in 
Wilmington, although both Deacon 
Samuel Walker and Deacon Jeams 
‘Tompson (as it was spelled) had 
more experience. Walker was a 


seleviman in Woburn for eight 
years, 1720-7 and 1728, Tompson was 
a Woburn select man in 1728. 


The Rev. Mr Varney, ordained in 
1733 was borm in Boston in 1706 and 
was a Harvard graduate in 1725. He 
remained the pastor of the Wilm 
ington church for six years, when he 
was dismissed on account of illness. 

‘There is nothing in the Wilmington 
records to say he was ill. In a 
number of town meetings commit 
tees were appointed to ‘treet’ with 
the Rev. Mr. Varney because (ap- 
parently) there were no sermons be. 
ing delivered from the pulpit. This of 
course could have been caused by i 
Iness. It also might have been the 
result of late or non-existant pay 

He had a “settlement” of 300 
pounds when he accepted the 
ministry of the church; the money to 
be paid in two years. He was also to 
receive a salary of 120 pounds a 
year 

After several years of a partial or 
total lack of preaching the town 
meeting voted in an annual town 
meeting (March 5) of 1738 that the 
Rev. Mr. Varney's salary be not

In fairness to Mr Varney it must 
be noted that the meeting in March 
1738 also voted to defer the money 
for the town expenses, which would 
have amounted to 30 pounds. The on: 
ly money voted was for repair of “hy 
ways,” 25 pounds and five shillings 
nd, on the first day of May in that 
same year the town meeting voted 
that Deacon John Hardin, Jeams 
Tompson, Samuell Walker, Daniell 
Pierce and Capt. Kendall Pearson 
be a committee to “waite opone ye 
Reverend Mr. James Varney" to 
Revive (receive?) his account of 
what ye Towne is still indebted to 
him, and to make Retorne to ye 
Towne thereof.” 

Wilmington was having financial 
problems. There is no doubt of that 

In August 1733 the town had tried 
to get back a share of the money us. 
ed for the ordination of the second 
minister in Woburn. That did not 
work out very well 

The 2,000 acres in Lunenberg, for 
Woburn to use to support preaching 
was another item discussed in the 
Wilmington town meeting No 
money was forthcoming. Then there 
was the “Officers Lott” whatever or 
wherever that was. No revenue was 
to be had from that lot 

On May 16, 1735 the town had a 
meeting in which the selectmen 
were the moderator. That did not 
happen very often 
That meeting chose Daniel Perce 
(Pierce) a Representative to the 
eneral Court. Mr. Pierce, who liv- 
ed on Main Street near Butters Row, 
seems to have been the first 
Representative from Wilmington 

The town meeting also voted to 
charge delinquent taxpayers, and 
non resident land owners at the rate 
of nine pence per acre, for one year.

This type of action seems to have 
been happening in other towns at 
about the same time, possibly as the 
result of some action by the General 
Court, or of some lawsuit in the 
courts 


There is no way of telling whether: 


or not the town received any money 
from the tax it tried ot impose. 

John Harndin had been elected 
school teacher, in 1734. He may or 
may not have continued. There is no 
record 

And. in the town meeting of May 
13, 1736 it was voted to elect Mr 
Samuel Dummer as a Represen 


tative to the “General Cort.” In that 
same town meeting the town voted 
to build a new school, near the 
church 


Both of these votes ran into im 
mediate difficulty 

Mr. Dummer did not become the 
representative because of the ex. 
pense. A “‘descent"’ was registered 
by eight voters, who were against 
building a new school. Samuell 
Eams, Thomas Rich Sr, Samuell 
Butter, John: Jaqueth, William 
Locker (?), John Lewis, Jonathan 
Jones and Thomas Rich Jr. were 
against building a new school 

It would seem that there was a 
comfortable majority in favor of the 
new school, for it was only a “des 
cent’ which was registered. 

The Representative question and 
the new school question must have 


been lively subjects for conversation 
for the next few days. Nine days 
later there was another town 


meeting, John Hardin again being 
moderator. 

‘The town reconsidered the vote for 
Representative, because of its in: 
ability to pay the costs 

Then the town voted that “ye 
school be cept in ye three branches 
of town” provided that there was so- 
meone who would “provide house to 
keep school" in those branches. 


A third vote appointed John Harn-, 


din, Daniell Pierce (for the first time 
spelled with an "‘i"’ in his last name) 
and Samuel Walker to be the town 
committee to the Honorable House 
of Representatives. It was their duty 
to show why the town was “in favor 
of rescinsion of our choyce of 
Representative 

Wilmington was hurting for lack of 
money 

When the Rev. Mr. Varney was 
elected the pastor of Wilmington it 
was not only by unanimous vote, but 
it was also by paper ballot 

It would be interesting to know of 
his subsequent career. His career in 
Wilmington was not yet finished, as 
far as the records go.

Traffic study by 


Chamber of Commerce 


Traffic problems in Wilmington 
are being slated for a review by the 
Wilmington Chamber of Commerce. 
Nicki Johnson, chamber president 
yesterday called for an early 
meeting of the chamber's Traffic 
Liason Committee. That meeting 
will probably be in early February. 

Chamber directors discussed the 
problem briefly and some of the 
possible solutions, in their meeting 
on January 10, The Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen had a'very brief 
discussion on January 9 

They current discussions are the 
result of a letter from the Chief of 
Security at Aveo, Gregory J 
Alvarez. Mr. Alverez has written a 
letter saying that, as of January fifth 
there is an additional 1,000 cars be- 
ing parked daily at Avco and the 
result is a severe parking problem 

He suggested that the Chamber of 
Commerce might find it feasible to 
institute car pools, or bus service, in 
Wilmington, to aid employees in get: 
ting to work 

Director Henry Anzalone of Ab- 
cor, reported on his experiences 
with a major Cambridge firm. That 
firm, he said, tried a Caravan Ser- 
vice, and it “became a bottomless 
pit.”’ The costs went up to $400,000 a 
year, and there was a lot of need for 
Substitute services after accidents 

Anzalone said that another com 
pany, Raytheon, instituted a car 
pool service among its employees, 
and he understood that it helped a 
lot, but said Anzalone, it turned out 
to be a big problem and needed a 
director on a full time basis

How about a committee to 
aid handicapped persons? 


A benefit event will be held in Tewksbury on Saturday 
night to aid Denise Murphy. As a result of an accident last 
summer, she is now paralyzed 

Denise has shown an admirable determination to build a 
new life for herself. This display of spirit is certainly worthy 
of support 

If people in Tewksbury really,want to help Denise, and 
other people in similar situations, one worthwhile step to take 
would be the organization of a Committee for Handicap Af- 
fairs. 

Denise has expressed a desire to live in her own home, to 
learn to drive, and live her life independently. A new house 
can easily be modi in its design to accomodate a 
wheelchair. A van can be purchased for her. 

But once she goes out in that van, will the accomodations in 
Tewksbury be open to her? Will she have access to buildings 
and programs in her wheelchair? * 

A committee to aid handicapped persons could perform 
many functions. Someone has to press for accessibility of 
buildings — to be sure that the town and businesses within the 
town are complying with state and federal laws requiring 
that buildings be made accessible. The committee can also 
serve as an information resource for people needing help. 
Also, a survey of the town should be conducted, to determine 
the number of handicapped persons, as well as their needs

cessible — and this includes the town of Tewksbury. The 
deadline was 1980, so technically the town is now four years 

out of compliance. 

Handicapped persons often amaze others with their ac- 
complishments. It seems that nothing is really impossible, 
once they set their minds to the task. And this is the challenge 
to the town. Making the town accessible may not be easy. But 
if Denise Murphy is determined to help herself, certainly the 
townspeople should work to make life a little easier for peo- 
ple in her situation.

Sewer construction for Ballardvale Street 


A lot of sewer construction seems 
to be the score, this summer, in the 
Ballardvale Street area of Wilm- 
ington. Something like 200 acres of 
land’has been rezoned to industrial, 
off that street in recent! years; land 
which has no sewer systems at this 
time. 

The Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts is to begin a program 
of rebuilding Ballardvale Street in 
the fall of 1984. The rebuilding pro- 
ject is expected to take about one 
year, and after that no sewer con- 
struction will be allowed. 

The state is interested in the street 
because it is a connector to Route 93 
from the Ballardvale area of An- 
dover. That area, in addition to the 
Wilmington area, is fast becoming 
industrialized. The Commonwealth 
has allocated $800,000 for the 
reconstruction of the street 

Representatives of two of the 
three companies which own land 
along the street, where there is no 
sewerage at present met with the 
water commissioners last Thursday. 
Commissioner Arthur Smith chaired 
the meeting. With him was Emile 
Hamwey, of the firm of Fay, Spof 
ford and Thorndike, present to 
discuss the engineering aspects of 
the proposal for sewer construction 

Smith told the representatives 
that the fown of Wilmington will not 
pay for any of the work that has tobe 
done. It would be, he said, entirely 
up to the three companies to plan the 
work and then have it done. 

The commissioners will not allow 
piecemeal work. The entire project 
must be planned as one, Smith said.

Most people kick off the New 
Year with parties, promises and 
resolutions, but for the North 
Shore Frogmen it starts’ a little 
differently. 

They bring in the New Year 
bright and early January 1, when 
a small group of the over 100 
members don their black wet 
suits and gear and splash into 
chilly waters for their annual 
New Year's Day dive. 

The club, which was 
established in 1957, is the oldest 
sport diving club in the world, 
according to members who in- 
clude residents from Reading, 
Wakefield, .Woburn, North 
Reading and Winchester. 

‘There are very few limitations 
to getting into thie club and as a 
brochure states, “Our members 
ome from all walks of life, and to 
join you need only to share our 
respect and love for the sea."” 

‘The group meets weekly at the 
Palmer Cove Yacht Club in 
Salem, where they describe to 
each ‘other their latest un- 
derwater adventures. 

Although members go diving 
throughout the year, special dives 
like the New Year's Day dive and 
Easter Egg dive, and treasure 
hunts are also part of the year’s 
festivities. 

Reading resident Sandra 
Widdows, 19, her 13-year-old 
brother Daniel and their father 
William dive together. Both 
Sandra and her father are also 
members of the North Shore 
Frogmen. 
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“Being somewhere everybody else can't go” 


The oldest diving club 


Sandra, who has advanced to a 
master scuba diver's status and 
done some instructing, told how 
she first became involved in 
diving with the advice and en- 
couragement from her father 

“We had just moved here from 
Maine and he felt 1 needed help 
meeting friends,” Sandra said. 

She enrolled in and completed a 
course to become a certified diver 
at the Reading YMCA, and later 
gave both her father and brother 
the incentive to also become 
divers, although her father 
contends “I was more or less 
roped into it.”” 

Widdows said on one of his past 
birthdays he arrived home and 
his daughter Sandra “presented 
me with a birthday card," with an 
enclosed message that she had 
enrolled him into a scuba diving 
course.''My first lesson was two 
hours away!” exclaimed Wid 
dows. 


Sandra said one of the things 
she likes most about diving is the 
luxury of “being somewhere 
where everybody else can't go 
It's a totally different ex- 
perience.” 


Her brother Daniel, an eighth 
grader at Parker Junior High in 
Reading, said the thing"he liked 
most about diving was being able 
to see live fish and other 
aquamarine life. Daniel also 
admitted it was something which 
many of his friends did not 
completely understand. ‘They 
think it’s something that you put 
on a black suit and equipment" 
and just jump into the water 


z « 
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Daniel and many North Shore 
Frogmen members know there is 
a lot more to diving, particularly 
the safety measure which must be 
followed to ensure that a diver 
will first be able to surface from a 
dive and to do it without getting 
the bends — when air bubbles 
enter the veins if a diver comes up 
too fast. If the diver is not placed 
immediately into a decom- 
pression chamber to remove the 
ari bubbles, it could lead to death 

Jack Daniels of Lynnfield, the 
newest club president, explained 
other dangers for divers, citing 
the fact some boaters either do 
not recognize or ignore the red 
and white striped flag indicating 
divers are in the area, and ven- 
ture much to close. This too has 
led to deaths in the past, although 
Daniels states that the North 
Shore Frogmen pride themselves 
‘on the fact they have never had a 
fatality in the entire club's 
history 

Randy Jezowski of Lynn said 
his underwater experiences 
began “when my neighbor lost his 
false teeth in a pond near my 
house,” and Randy assisted in 
retrieving them. “I borrowed 
some gear and eventually we 
found the false teeth."” 

Jezowski specializes in wreck 
diving — exploring sunken ships 

and says there are about 10,000 
shipwrecks, including pirate and 
military ships, from Rhode Island 
to Maine 

He told how one French payroll 
ship went down off of 
Newburyport and was rumored to 
hold a large sum of money. 


Over 150,000 Readers 
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‘The ship nas never been found, 
although Jezowski said “French 
coins occassionally wash 
ashore.”" 


Other fascinating wrecks in. 
clude the U.S.S. New Hampshire, 
an old Civil War ship which went 
down in 1921 at Graves Island 


, near Magnolia, a spot visited by 


many divers 

Fred Pfeil of Wakefield has 
been a visitor to the wreck about 
30 times and he has a j-nail he 
recovered from one of his many 
visits to the ship. 

Jezowski said other articles 
found on the U.S.S. New Hamp. 
shire involved artifacts which 
were alleged to have been made 
by Paul Revere. 

Other catches Pfeil has 
recovered from wrecks include 
two bathroom sinks and a large 
anchor. 

Pfeil began his diving after 
enrolling in a scuba diving course 
at the Northeast Regional 
Vocational School in Wakefield, a 
course he said was relatively 
inexpensive. 

Another club member, Ronnie 
Brennan, also of Wakefield, said 
he first’ became interested in 
diving after a high school 
classmate drowned in Lake 
Quannapowitt and he discovered 
the town, like many other com- 
munities, was without a formal 
diving team 

Brennan said one of the things 
he likes about diving is “it (un- 
derwater landscape) is never the 
same. You're on your own. All 
you hear is your own bubbles.” 

Another favorite site for the 


* North Shore divers is a sunken 


four-passenger ariplane which Is 
underwater at Gloucester Har- 
bor, since it went down in the 
early 1960s. 

If members decide to visit the 
airplane or go on another dive, 
there is usually a party planned 
later, for other family members 
who do not go underwater 

Those parties include lots of

Pres. Reagan's reappointment of Harold Russell 


(Editor’s Note: President 
Reagan recently reappointed 
bilateral amputee Harold Russell 
as Chairman of the President's 
Committee on Employment of the 
Handicapped, a position Mr. 
Russell has held under every 
president since John F. Kennedy. 
The following piece is an excerpt 
from Mr. Russell's life story, 
“The Best Years of My Life,” 
which was written by our own 
roving correspondent, Dan 
Ferullo, and published in 1981 
during the year that was 
designated as the Year of the 
Handicapped. This excerpt picks 
up on Mr. Russell's life following 
the loss of his hands in a 
nitrostarch explosion on D-Day. 
He returns home to Walter Reed 
Hospital, in Washington, D.C., 
where during his rehabilitation 
period he is asked to appear in an 
army training film. Movie 
producer Sam Goldwyn inad- 
vertently views the film during a 
war bond rally and decides to use 
Harold in his film, “The Best 
Years of Our Lives.’* Harold, of 
course, went on to win two 
academy awards for his part in 
the film, and then eventually

became a key figure in the 
veterans and the handicapped 
movements in the United States 
and abroad. This piece focuses on 
Mr. Russell's arrival in 
Hollywood to star in “Best 
Years.'’

“T was in Hollywood almost 
before I knew it, having my 
screen test, and hyper as hell. I 
don't know how many times Dana 
Andrews had to cool me down, 

Don't worry, this is really 
nothing. Forget the cameras." 

Expert that he was, Andrews 
soon had me kidding back and 
forth. I quickly forgot about being 
on camera. I seemed to make a 
good impression reading my 
lines, but it was really Andrews's 
retorts and good timing that 
assured my favorable marks and 
got me to the next stage, the film 
itself. 

I settled into my Hollywood life. 
An apartment had been provided 
for me, in the rear of the Goldwyn 
lot. Like my flight to Hollywood, it 
came at Goldwyn expense. I 
began to be invited to Hollywood

parties, such as one for Charlie 
Chaplin, and I went to those not 
knowing what to expect but found 
myself greeted like an old friend 
I couldn't understand why stars 
were so nice to an ordinary guy 
like me; perhaps it was just the 
usual Hollywood charm. But I 
found they really respected me. 
Many of them had entertained 
troops overseas, even built whole 
careers on it; they seemed fully 
aware of just what I meant to the 
veterans’ movement. 

For my part, I learned there 
was more to the world than the 
guys who shaped my life back 
east. I was thirty-two years old, 
but in every other respect I was 
just a kid. Now I suddenly had to 
sink or swim in a world’ of in- 
tellectual discussions, cocktails, 
and current affairs. I did not sink 
1 soon found other people were

Thus began a_ relationship 
which came to matter a lot to me 
I was flattered by Wyler’s in- 
sistence that acting lessons would 
destroy the naturalness he felt I'd 
project in front of a camera. He 
told me Las a natural actor, that 
I had an innate ability rare and 
often erased by method acting 
training. He was determined to 
preserve this innocence in my 
delivery. I sensed there was more 
to his interest in me than what 
simply arose from his passion for 
filming realism. 

Because he was such a per- 
fectionist, it wasn't unusual for 
him to lose his temper. An actor 
could suggest anything he wan

What if you want to return the 
product because it doesn't work? 
The product that doesn’t work is 
another story altogether. There is 
ng. such thing as an “All Sales 


Rinal” policy as to goods that 
n't work. If it doesn’t work, you 
pa bring it back. 

*State law provides that every 
item sold by a merchant which is 
bought for personal, family or 
Hpusehold use comes with a 
warranty called the implied 

arranty of merchantability, 
which means the product must do 
what it is intended to do. An 
umbrella must open, close and 
keep the rain out, an adult-sizéd 

hair must bear the weight of a 
normal adult, and a car must get 
you from here to there — and stop 
when it gets there.

Be assertive. If you have a right 
to a refund, let the merchant 
know that you know what your 
rights are 

If the merchant refuses to 
accept a return when you have a 
right to return, you may wish to 
call a local consumer group for 
assistance: You can find their 
names and telephone numbers on 
pages two and three of your 
telephone book.

Although North Reading 
resident (and Daily Times and 
Chronicle editor) Bruce Morang 
does not belong to any diving 
club, he started practicing the 
sport some 30 years ago. 

Morang told how he first 
became involved in diving when 
he lived in Wakefield and two of 
the original scuba divers on the 
police force, now retired Ptim. 
Frank Skillings and former Ptim. 
Arthur Bragg, taught Morang and 
others who worked in town. 

Morang recalled how he and 
others were “very enthusiastic 
and very conscientious,"” about 
diving particularly because of 
Lake Quannapowitt and the 
always-present possibility of 
drownings. 

The police officers trained 
several persons who worked daily 
in town, because they could also 
be close by should their services 
be needed. 

Morang recalled the most 
tragic dive he experienced 
several years ago when an 11- 
year-old child drowned in the 
lake 

Morang was also involved in the 
Wakefield Kiwanis Club at the 
time and said the group con- 
tributed both an aluminum boat, 
which is still being used, and a 
outboard motor to the town to aid 
police and firefighters in their 
resuce missions in the lake. 

Morang admits he has been out 
of the water for about 10 years, 
but added his son Ted has taken 
over. 

Bruce said his son is an ac- 
complished diver, and has 
assisted in a number of calls from 
the MDC to life-saving missions. 

One of those calls included a 
dive at Boston Harbor a few years 
ago when an airplane, departing 


from Logan Airport, crashed into 
a wall and “two passengers 
perished. 


Despite the efforts of Morang 
and other scuba divers, the 
passengers were never found

“You're going to use a handless 
veteran in your film? Are you 
trying to put people in the 
theaters or drive them away? It’s 
got to be bad box office to use a 
real amputee in the picture."” 

I could only agree. Even with 
the most expert handling, my 
playing Homer could only depress 
an American public tired of war 
and wounds. To me, the huge 1946 
success of non-war movies was 
proof enough. 

But Goldwyn and Wyler stuck 
to their belief that audiences 
would not be turned off by seeing 
my real-life injury on the screen. 
They felt that skillful direction 
could lead me to, substantiate the 
part perfectly. Using me as 
Homer would assure his not being 
dismissed as merely pitiful; my 
Homer would give audiences 
crucial information about 
veterans disabilities. Eventually 
I understood what Wyler had seen 
in me; that I was already playing 
the part of Homer Parrish. 
Wasn't that the whole point of ali 
my two years’ learning that 
constituted ‘‘rehabilitation?"’ 

Like me, Homer was extremely 
concerned about his homecoming 
because of the loss of both hands, 
Specifically, how his girl friend, 
family and friends were going to 
react to his startling new ap- 
pearance. There were a multitude 
of such emotional hang-ups, and 
what made the: film was that 
Homer reconciled his physical 
mangling easier than the men 
Fredric March and Dana An- 
drews played managed with their 
merely emotional wounds. 

1 could see Homer beating them 
out, for I too had made a sur- 
prisingly uncomplicated ad- 
justment to civilian life. Ob- 
viously Homer was as well served 
as I by Charles McGonegal's do-it 
approach. All three of us had 
made an asset out of our liability. 
In playing this aspect of Homer, I 
had some unexpected but 
welcome assistance from 
McGonegal himself. We were now 
friends and he frequently came 
down from his real-estate 
business in Oakland to check out 
how his “‘most famous pupil" was 
doing; together we breathed life 
into Homer. With McGonegal 
standing behind me, I was able to 
recreate Homer's difficulty in 
communicating with his girl 
friend Wilma. This was the most 
provocative scene in the film. As 
Homer, I demonstrated in front of 
her how helpless I was when my 
hooks were removed. I stood in 
front of her with nothing but my 
stumps and had to say, “If you 
marry me, this is what you're in 
for."’ 

Anyone like me in a scene like 
this had never appeared on 
screen before, and perhaps we 
wouldn't have succeeded either if 
it weren't for Wyler'’s absolute 
demands on set and his 
willingness to encourage an ac- 
tor’s own spontaneous judgments. 
The majority of Wyler’s crew had 
worked with him in earlier films 
and were at least tolerant of his 
passion for realistic im- 
provisation and novel 
representation (film buffs will 
recognize cameraman Gregg 
Toland, Wyler’s 
cinematographer; Daniel 
Mandell, his film editor; and 
Gordon Sawyer, his sound man). 
So that when I played my scene 
with Wilma, it could not be 
maudlin — just another Wyler 
original 

Every part of our costumes and 
sets were keyed to a prosaic 
portrait of the usual. Make-up 
was always at a minimum 
hairstyles and costumes too. The 
cast wore ordinary department 
store clothing, and.we had to wear 
these garments around before we 
appeared in a scene, to give them

that lived-in look. All Wyler’s sets 
had to be just as usable, and since 
“Best Years’ was not primarily 
on-location film, before Wyler 
rolled an important scene, he 
would call in an expert to 
evaluate the set for realism. For a 
drug store fight scene Wyler had 
the manager of a major 
Hollywood drug store come in to 
make sure the set looked like a 
drug store, and he wouldn't shoot 
a bank scene without soliciting 
the observations of a Los Angeles 
bank executive. : 
“Flaws in the background 
mean flaws in the drama between 
characters,” Wyler told me. This 
passion for facts took him far 
beyond the bonds of a given 
script. An isolated bomber 
graveyard he happened to spot 
outside Ontario, California 
became the setting of another 
memorable ‘Best Years’’ scene 
involving Dana Andrews, who 
played Fred Derry, a pilot who 
had won the Distinguished Flying 
Cross but became a failure in 
civilian life. He is seen walking 
through the bomber graveyard 
and recalling his many heroic 


missions over Ei Eerie 
indeed was the cot it of the 
stripped bombers to’ unifor- 


med Andrews, coupled with the 
sound of bombers taking off in the 
background. Wyler originally 
intended to end the picture here, 
but in characteristically im- 
provised fashion he moved the 
finish to a happier scene. 

This was all quite un- 
conventional for the times, but 
results mattered to Wyler more 
than means. Often his willingness 
to be open with his actors resulted 
in marvelous impromptus which 
might never have been otherwise 
captured. Once while filming a 
scene with Fredric March (who 
played Al Stephenson, a middle- 
aged sergeant-banker who had 
been to a party and returned to 
his wife and daughter, played by 
Myrna Loy and Teresa Wright, 
after a bit too much to drink), 
Wyler caught an unexpected but 
delightful piece of action. March 
entered his living room swaying 
from side to side and immediately 
went for a glass of Alka Seltzer. 
While talking with his wife, Milly, 
he gulped down the fizzing liquid 
and suddenly hiccupped. Nor- 
mally the scene would have been 
re-shot, but Wyler liked the belch 
and kept it in the film. 

Considering that he could 
barely make out what people 
were saying, I was amazed at 
Wyler’s ability to communicate 
all this ingenuity. After a par- 
ticularly long day of his im- 
provisations, I asked him how he 
had managed to overcome his 
hearing loss. 

“Well, Russ, it isn’t so heroic. I 
just use this.” He pointed to a 
little amplifying device which he 
attached to the camera; that 
enabled him to hear what was 
being said by the actors precisely 
as the camera heard them. “A 
clever little innovation, don’t you 
think? But to tell you the truth, a 
necessary one. I put it on, and just 
like you with your hooks, I can 
work." 

“‘What about off camera?" 

‘It's harder — you have to 
acquire a sixth sense — I mean, 
an ability to see what people are 
saying. People gesture, wear 
expressions on their faces. Being 
in film, where all of that is so 
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important, you learn to read real 
people approaching one another 
just as if they were acting.” 

Of course, we were way behind 
schedule because Wyler was such 
a perfectionist. But he didn’t 
seem to mind. We were scarcely 
half finished when he told me, 
“Russ, I think we've got ahelluva 
film here. Maybe an Academy 
Award. At least nominated."" 

That was Wyler’s opinion. 1 
wasn't quite so sure “Best Years” 
would be welcomed, at least by 
the Disabled Veterans, the DAVs. 
Everyone else connected with the 
picture was just as sold on it as 
Wyler, but that didn’t reassure 
me that guys with war injuries 
like mine would want to see them 
again. The reluctance of the three 
armless veterans Wyler and 
S‘ierwood had met was, I thought, 
the more likely way our film 
would be greeted — at least by 
DAV's. 

What I did was to work even 
harder on the part of Homer 
Parrish, hoping that my per- 
formance would at least prove to 
the millions of veterans who 
might eventually see “Best 
Years" that they would be able to 
handle civilian life again. I could 
picture every DAV who saw me 
turning to his girl or family and 
saying, “See? No need to feel 
sorry for me or treat me dif- 
ferently in any way.” 

‘That, of course, was the op- 
timistic view of things, but it 
worked for me. 

I viewed the daily rushes to get 
a clearer perspective on what the 
overall work shaped up to be. The 
film department developed the 
previous day's footage by five 
o'clock and rushed it over to the 
projection room, where Goldwyn, 
Wyler, the cast, the cameraman, 
the soundman, the film editor, 
and the technicians studied their 
collective efforts. Goldwyn and 
Wyler carefully scrutinized every 
detail, then made judgments and 
handed out critiques. Oc- 
casionally we were pleased, while 
other times the rushes needed 
changes. This usually meant re- 
takes of scenes that were often as 
brief as a few seconds. The task 
was tedious, boring at times. 
Shooting and re-shooting scenes, 
particularly when they appeared 
to be going well, wasn’t exactly 
my idea of excitement, but like 
the seasoned performers in the 
film, I simply took the drawn-out 
segments with a grain of salt. I 
certainly learned that movie 
making wsn’t all fun and 
glamour. 

Nonetheless, I had to admire 
how Fredric March always lived 
those qualities on and off the set. 
He made a ceremony out of the 
good life and bore himself regally 
each time he stepped in front of 
the camera. This classically tall, 
dark-haired and handsome actor 
made it a point to help me with 
my role whenever he could, 
usually by observing my per- 
formance in a scene and offering 
tips of technique that would 
improve my acting. 

And then, between four and four 
fifteen every afternoon, his work 
finished for the moment, March 
would wait for his butler who 
without fail would enter the set 
pushing a small cart containing 
glasses and a large decanter 
filled with gin and vermouth, and 
everybody would take a Fredric 
March “martini break."”
